AUSTRALIA FOR PREFERENCES 

Australia’s new Promicr announces 
that his government stands for the fullest 
possible measure of intra-Empire trade, 
and that its representatives will come to 
the imperial economic conference with the 
intention of helping to make the gathering 
a success. 

Apparently our Australian friends 
threshed out the question of preferential 
agreements during the election contest 
and gave the new government a clear man- 
date to proceed to the development of 
trade along those lines. The statement of 
the new Premier is much more definite 
than that given out by his predecessor on 
the eve of the ccntest. 


NEW BRUNSWICK GETS LN LINE 

The Government of New Brunswick an- 
nounces that it is to float a loan of five 
million dollars, in Canada, end payable in 
Canada. Premier Henry of Ontario stat- 
ed a week ago that when that province 
next looks for funds it will look to Cane- 
dian investors, not to New York. Necess- 
ity, of course, dictates this course at pre- 
sent, since New Y would lend 
money to Canadian provinces Just now if 
they begged for it. 

But it is to be hoped the practice will 
outlive the neces , and that borrowing 
at home will become the rule in future for 
both the provincial and the federal govern- 
ments. At the e at which money is pil- 
ing up in the savings banks there seems 
to be an ample supply in the home mar- 
ket; and the reception given to the two 
recent federal loans shows that the own- 
ers of the money are willing to exchange 
it for government bonds. 
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mid-winter, with the coal demand at 
the peak, an appeal has been made to the 
Provincial Government to extend relief to 
miners in the Drumheller area, immediate 
action being urged. With modifications, 
miners and the mining industry in other 
Alberta coal fields have been experiencing 
the same difficulties as in the Drumheller 
area, and may be supposed to be in a more 
or less siniilar position at the present time. 
With little or no work in summer, and only 
part time work in winter, the miners have 
been enduring a hand-to-mouth existence 
for the last two years. 

This is one case of an industry in dis- 
tress for which the depression cannot be 
blamed, even as the major factor. Of 
course, people are burning less coal than 
they would burn if the times were better 
and money more plentiful, and this item 
of domestic economy has helped to curtail 
the demand. But the mild winter a year 
ago, and the mild weather that has gen- 
erally prevailed thus far during the pre- 
sent winter, have done far more to shove 
the miners off the pay-roll. To which may 
be added that competition has grown more 
keen from other coal regions, where mild 
weather has also cut down the local de- 
mand, 

The fact is that Alberta 
mines in operation than the available mar- 
ket justifies or can support in anything 
but severe winters. Half the mines in the 
province could easily fill all the orders in 
# winter such as the last one or the present 
one. The mines and the miners are simpl 
c-mpeting with each other for a trade that 
is not large enough in volume to absorb 
half their nermal product. What to do 
about Alberta’s surplus of coal mines is 
one of the standing problems of the pro- 
vincial legislature; a problem with which 
it is directly confronted by the appeal for 
relief for miners in the season when em- 
ployment in the mines is most plentiful.

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EDMONTON'S IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM 


It was made clear at the conference in 
Calgary that the municipalities in Alberta 
will have to finance their own public 
works programs. They have as a matter 
of fact done that in the past. But ccndi- 
tions now are different. Municipal deben- 
tures are not in demand, if they could be 
sold in the usual way at anything less 
than ruinous rates of discount. Premier 
Bennett explained that the Dominion can- 
not legally finance the municipalities, 
while r Brownlee explained that 
the Provincial Government cannot do so 
for financial reasons. As the matter 
stands the municipalities must raise the 
money for capital expenditures themselves,

and probably by some means out of the 
ordinary, or they must cancel capital ex- 
penditures for the year. 

The very practical and impertant 
question for Edmonton is whether the 
general improvement program launched 
Some years ago will have to be suspended 
for 1932? That would be little short of a 
calamity. It would mean that hundreds 
of men, who would otherwise be regularly 
employed during the coming summer must 
be added to the relief list; and next year’s 
tax bills hoisted in proportion. And it 
would mean also a still further accumula- 
tion of improvement arrears, to be made 
up in future. The reaction upon business 
during the present year would be serious, 
and the added burden thrown upon future 
years would be also serious, 

How to finance the year's instalment 
of the improvement program is the prob- 
lem with which the city council is thus 
confronted. That the thing cannot be 
done is a decision to be accepted only if 
and when that has to be. For the time ad- 
vances might be secured irom the bank. 
But banks cannot be expected to carry 
overdrafts indefinitely, and the duration 
of the present condition is indefinite. Some 
means of raising the necessary amount by 
a loan, to run for say five years, would ap- 
pear to be necessary. And the inference 
is rather strong that the loan would have 
to be placed in Edmonton. 

To invite Edmonton residents to lend 
the city something like $200,000 on short 
term bonds may seem an optimistic propo- 
sal. But the proposal is no more optimis- 
tic than the situation is urgent, and it is 
by no means certain that it would not be a 
success. Subscribing for the bonds would 
be a very practical way of demonstrating 
the faith which Edmonton people claim 
to have in their city and its future. And 
they would be invited to buy in the sure 
and certain knowledge that if the improve- 
ment program cannot be carried on their 
tax bills will go up to meet the added cost 
of relief.

FATS AND OILS 
All fats and oils are members of 
the hydro-carbon group of food and 
i contain carbon, hydrogen, and oxy- 
gen the same as the carbo-hydrates 
such as starch and sugar. The ma‘n 


difference is because of the 
small amount of oxygen 
which makes the fats com- 
bine readily with more 
o , thus releasing a 
large amount of heat in 
the body when they are 
used as food. Fats and oils 
are chemically about the 
same except that the oils 
melt at a Jower tempera- 
ture. Fats used for food 
came both from the animal 
and vegetable kingdoms. 
They are one of the high- 
est sources of nourishment 
and are usually easily as- 
similated, being digested 
entirely in the intestines. 
The Esquimos and other 
northern races consume § 
large quantities of fats, 8s 
a great deal of fuel food is 
necessary for protection 
against the cold. Such 
foods are of course less 
needed by those living in 
temperate or tropical re- 
gions, but, whenever used 
in the proper amounts, the 
fats are a far more effi- 
client fuel and energy food 
than are the carbo-hydrates. 

One-sixth of the normal body weight 
is made up of fat which is deposited 
through almost all of the tissue as well 
| as being found in layers in various 
| parts. The fat of the body is produced 
| from fatty foods consumed as well a: 
|being formed from carbo-hydrates 
|and proteins whose elements are re- 
| arranged to form fat when the food 
| supply is deficient in fats and oils 

Butter and margarine are the most 
commonly used fats, but ther: are 
jmany others of great value if used 
| properly. 
| 


ANIMAL FATS 
| The tissues of all animals used for 
food contain verying amounts of fat. 
| Even the lean part of meat contains 
@ considerable amount of fat even 
after cooking. The fat which forms in 
layers is also separately removed and 
heated to be made into lard, tallow 
or suet. Pork fat thus treated is called 
lard, beef fat tallow, and mutton fat 
suet, These are then used in different 
| ways in preparing meat or vegetable 
dishes, 
digested but often interfere with the 
Cigestion and assimilation of 
foods such as proteins and starches, 
| especially when cooked together. The 
| digestive enzymes needed for the di-

YOUR BEAUTY IN WINTER 


Every season has its own beauty 
problems. In cold weather people with 
complexions of the dry 
from even moderate exposure out of 
doors. Their skin, on lips, face, hands 
and ankles, becomes chapped when it 
is not given more than the usual pro- 
tection. They are also often bothered 
with cold feet and red noses. 

The care of the skin in winter-time 
includes two things: First, its protec- 
tion, and, second, cleansing. Lips 
should be rubbed with @ facia) cream 
before Lipstick is applied, or if the lips 
are already red enough, the two oper- 
ations may be combined into one by 
using white lipstick, which is just a 
rather stiff cold cream in a conveni- | 
ent stick form. An olly powder base | 
is needed over face end neck. This) 
should be gently massaged in and then 
wiped off, leaving a thin film of oil to 
hold the face powder that is dusted on 
next.
